till chey be paſt / wicked houſe. I ſwear ut 
to you the would be well whipt, if ſbe were well 
{ery'd, that all other coozeniog quears, ſuch u 
ſhe is, might cake example by her. Her Sign 
was once pu)l'd down , and order taken , that 
ſhe ſhould not keep viRualling any more. There 
is ſomething in it that makes her to do as ſhe 
does. There myſt be (ome myſtery in it , what 
ever it be: for ſhe robs and coozens with the 
like liberty to day , asſhe did yeſterday ; and 
now, as laſt year. And ( which is worſt of all ) 
ſhe cozens with that confidence. as if the were 
commanded fo to do. And ſure it muſt needs 
be ſo; for the Guards, the Searchers , the Pro- 
moters, and che Alguazils, all ſee her dealings, 
and koow them well enough ; yet they _ at 
chem, 
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them, and ſay not ſo much as black is her eye. 
Theſe I warrant you be her feed men, ſhe gives 
them good content, and greazes them in the 
Kſt with that , which ſhe filcbes from others.

red with them. But fortune was herein ſo fa 
vourable unto me, that what with the weari- 
neſle of the joarney , and taking a cup or two 
over night more than ordinary, I ſlept ſoundly, 
dreaming heavenly dreams, no noiſe hindring 
my quiet reſt, tillchar my Companion did #- 
waken. Weriſe by the break of day. Andcal-

ſo (queamiſh: but becauſe he bath been fed from 
his cradle with Spice-buns, Sugar: cakes, and 
freſh eggs, all other meats ſave theſe, are hard 
both to his teeth and ſtomack- I ſhrunk up my 
ſhoulders, and held my peace ; for all this, 1 
could not herewith reſt contented, bur tj] me 
thought this meat had an ill ſmatch with it ; but 
paſſing it over, 1 calli'd for a reckoning. My 
Companion told me, I ſhould let my purle a» 
lone; for he would pay for us both. 1 was very 
thankful co him in my heart for this his kind- 
nels, and for his freencls and love in giving me 
my horſe-hireand my dyet grarw. 

I chought with my ſelf, this world would (till 
hold,and that whereſoever I went, I ſhould meet 
with ſome one or other that would bear my 
charges, and let me ride for nothing. 1 had now 
taken hearc unto me, and began co be pretty 
well treſht, And becauſe it ſhould not be ſaid 
of me.

> WhiffT wir bufied inthis,” I had laid my 
Tioak uporta bench bard by, whichJike Quick- 
fitver before the fire, or ſmoke before the wind, 
was raniſht' away in an inſtant, that I never 
could ſer eyeorrit more; nor could deviſe in 
he world what ſhould become of it. I thought 
with my ſelf; that either mine Hoſt, or my Con- 
fort, had, to make themſelves merry cherewith, 
Hid ic from me injeſt. But it was now no more 
a jeſting matter, for they began to ſwearin

He (good man) is 
none of theſe cozening Hoſts and cheating Inn- 
keepers, that will ſell a Cat for a Cony; and put 
away Mutton for Veal. This is that innocent 
man, that may go unmask'd chroupghout the 
world, and cares not who ſees him, and looks 
him in the face, he is ſo honeſt a man. This is 
thac integer vite, ſceleriſq; purms, ſo unſpotted 
in his life and conſcience, and ſo free from all 
ill dealing, that out of his own integrity, made 
no bones to curſe our Hoſteſs, and the evil uſage 
of her Gueſts, : 
He was ſtrucken ſo dump, and ſo full of won 


| der, to ſee whar 1 had ſhow'd him, that he had 


nota word tO ſay ; but with his head caſt down 
inco his boſom, went linking away from me, 
and was ſo amazed at this ſtrange ſight, rhat all 
the day atter til we parted company, [ could nor 
ge: rrom him ſo much as a word, fave what paſt 
ac our parting, when we were to take our leave 
each of other, as you ſhal hear anon.

What with this (which was vantage enough) 
and the ſtrong belief that I had, that no man

Hereupon 1 
went forth-with to a Merchants ſhop , bought 
all things ficting, called a Taylor unto me, and 
cauſed him tocut oue my clothes.

I ſtretchc forth my neck, bore out my breſt, 
ſtood ſtiffupon my legs , advancing. one while

ſtrangeneſſe of my looks, my Mimick geſtures, 
and often change of poſtures, they began to jeit 
and ſcoffat my folly.

I now ſetup my reſt. | 

How bitter was it unto me to begin ? how 
troubleſom to go 0n? how prievous to endure 
this new diſ-adventure ? Bur I had been well 
acquainted heretofore with; theſe kinds of mil- 
fortunes, and had learned ths long ſince tomy 
great colt. And becauſe theſe things were not 
new unto me, I preſently fell to my work, and 
lively beſtirr*d my ſelfabout my buſioeſs. But 
this one thing was my chief comfort , Thatio 
the cime of my proſperity, I gained credit -

- inſt the d4y of Adverſity® And I did 
x. count it = leaſt riches, that I had lefr 
s ſtamp and- impreſſion in all mens minds , 
that 1 was of a noble and free diſpoſition. 
My Captain made ſome reckoning of me, 
and was more willing than able to help me, 
For (poor man) be had ſcarce enough to ſerve 
his own turn. 

Ifaw, that 1 was not able to live of my 
ſelf, and therefore got to ſerve my Cap- 


waited on him with that care, as I did on 
the Cook, Howbeit, he commanded me 
with a kind of feſpet; And did thus faraſ- 
ſure himſelf of me, thac I would nor doe as 
ny' thing unworthy a Gentleman, and un- 
deſeeming my Birth and Parentage, for any 
Intereſt 1n the world. 

He held me to be as faithfull, and es ſe- 
cret, as I was patient. He made me Trea- 
(arer of all his ſecretss He matifeſted his 
neceſſities, and made known his wants unto 
me. I did much grieve at my Captains po- 
yverty, becaule 1 did not know how to re- 
medy it, He had ſome Jewels lefe , which 
he might ſell, if need were; buc thole were 
things to doe him honour. 

While theſe Gallies were comming, we 
were fain to goe from one Town to ano- 
ther, to quarter our ſclves with the beſt con- 
vemiency wee could. By that confeſſion 5 
which my Maſter had made unto me, I un»

tain , making him now my Maſter, who bur Cty 


a little before was my Companion : And I captain. 
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I told him, Sir, I know by good experi. 
ence, both good and bad fortune, proſge. 
rity and adverſity; and wot well what they 
are. 

In my yonger years I have traviled far and 
neer,& have ſeen ſomewhat of the world.I ſhall 
to the uttermoſt of my power expreſſe that loy 
alty and faithfulneſſe which I owe uny 
my Maſter, and to the Stock whercof-! 
come. 


. * Take you, Sir, no care, affuring your ſelf, 


that I will hazard my life in your ſervice, and 
will ſo order the buſineſſe ( till betcer ting 
ſhall befriend us) that for the preſent, you 
ſhall paſſe over the trouble you now are in, 
with a great deal more caſe. 

In every place where we were to lodge our 
Souldiers, I had gotten a dozen fills, 
whereof the leaſt afforded no lefle than 
ewelve Royals, and ſome did contribute fit 
ty. My entrance was free into all choſe how 
ſes, where nothing was ſafe from my hands, 


no not ſo much as the water that was in their þ 


Wels. 
I never ſuffered my Maſter to be without 
a Hen, a Chicken, a Capon, or a Pidgeon, 
both art Dinner and Supper, and a whole 
Gammon of Bacon every Sunday boyl'd is 
Wines | 
If by chance the Maſter of the houſe 
ſhould take me napping , if it were of ſwall 
value, it was paſſed over as a thing of ao 
thing, and accounted only a waggiſh trick ; 
but if is were of any moment, my pugiſhment 
Os QUY WUERL w=—_ 
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was, to be brought by my Maſter before 
him that had® complained of me, and cau- 
ſing my hands co be bound, with che thinn 
ſole of a ſhove he would give me my pay* 
ment; which being of a hollow kinde of 
grain, it ſounded loud, but did ſmart but lit- 
tle; the noiſe was more than the pain. Som- 
times I ſhould have che luck to get me Sure- 
ties, that ſhould paſle their word for me, 
thac I ſhould not do ſo any more, and then I 


was pardon'd. And becauſe 1 knew, they 


were given me more for faſhion ſake, than 
any ill will; and rather to fatisfie others, 
than co hurt me, before ever the blow came 
neer me, 1 would cry out, as if 1 had been 
kill'd ; and fer out ſuch a throar, as if T would 
way rent the very walls of the houſe aiun- 
ef 

Thus did my Maſter and I pive good ſatis 
ation ; he, by complying with his oblipati- 
on ; and I, by ſupplying of his necefficies : 
by killing firſt his hunger, and afterwards by 
giving life to his honour. 

I would ſometimes get me out into the 
Hiph-wayes , and ſeize upon all ſorts of 
bageages ; then would I ſeem to ſhew them 
favour, in (elling them their own again ; in- 
dearing to the owners ofthem, that it coſt 
me thus and thus much out of mine owne 
purſe, to get theſe their goods tobe returned 
unto them, ſo that I had both mony, and thanks 
for my pains.

Halt thou lighted peradventure 
(as rhou waſt wont ) upor ſome new roguiſh 
plot, ſome feat villanie or other,and canſt come 
finely off withit > Now beczulc he knew,thac 
be mighe cruſt his profic, with my ſuffici- 
ency, tiis honour with my lecricie, and that his 
Jewell was ſure enough , withour farther quc- 
tioning me, what 1 would do with ir, he gave 
it me, telling me withall, God grant you

Lo, there it is, takeit, and do what 
thou wilt with ic, 1 took it of him, putir 
in my boſome, laptit iafe in a little Purſe, knit 
ie faſt, and tyed ir ſure to one of the button 
holes of my Doublet, Wirh it I went direQly 
to a Goldſmiths ſhop; one that was a rich man

- ſerving * whea I ſhould ce my ſelf in fone 


need) a very rich Jewe)), for the ſupplying of 
my wants: And that if be would buy it of me, 
he ſhould have it reaſonable cheap, 1o as he did 
not offer me too little, & too much undervglue 
the worth ofit. But wichall, I adviſed hin, 
that he ſhould firſt inform himſelf of my perſon, 
and of my quality , who, and whence I ws 
and in knowing of it , (without rendring any 
reaſon why he was ſo inquiſitive , taking that 
for a ſufficient ſatisfaRtion to himſelf } he ſhould 
walk forth and mect me at the Sea-fide, for 
there I would ſtay for him, and there he 
ſhould find meall alore , wiſhing him to make 
as much haſt as he could. 

This man who had a great mind to this 
Peece, & was greedy of gain, inform'd himſelf 
of me from the Captain, the Officers,and ſome 
other of the Souldiers ; receiuing ſo mach ſi 
tisfation, as was ſufficient to content him; 
For they did all of chem witnefle one and the 
lame thing ; That I was the Son of a princi- 
pall Cavalero, rich and nobly deſcended, and 
char bcing deſirous to ſee Jraly, I cameto 
their company with a couple of ſervants atten: 
ding on me well clad , & with'good tote of 
Crowns inmy purſe; that T had ſpent itall (45 
young men uſe to do) which was the cauſe,that 


I was now inthat poor caſe,as himſelf might | 


well ſee; 
AU this made as well for me, as wy fell 


could 
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could wiſh it ; it fell out pat, as I would haye 
it- My honeſt Vſurer told me what they faid , 
that he was very well ſatisfied therwich,& char 
he miphe ſafely deal with me for any thing that 
] might ſell him. He deſired my Jewell of me, 
that he might look upon it, and that he would 
give me as much tor it, as it was worth. Itold 
him that we would go aſide by our ſelves into 
ſome ſecret place, and there he ſhould have a 
ſighr of it, 

We went a pretty way off, and when we 
had found our a fir place tomy mind, I put 
my hand into my boſome, and took out my 
Agnur Dei, of whoſe price I was well infor- 
med, as one that knew what it coſt, The 
Gold-ſmith lik*cit well , and hada preat deſire 
to buy it. For, beſides that the gold-work 
was very well wrought and curiouſly enameled, 
it had diverſe ſtones init of great value, I de- 
manded of him for it ewo bundred Crowns , 
which was little leſſe then the price that was 
paid for it when it was firſt bought. He began 
to turn and wind it this way and that way, ho!- 
ding it one while upward, another downward, 
to ſee which way it ſhew'd it ſelfbeſt, and 
gave the brighteſ} luſtre. 

He found a hundred faults in it (only to 
bring down the price )} offering me a thouſand 
Royals at the firſt word, I was reſolved that 
he ſhould not have it under a hundred and 
fifty Crowns, and it was as well worth thar, as 
one Royall ; and under that I would not part 
withit. Toffer, and hebids; Ac laſt my cun+ 
ning Merchant comes up to an hundred and 

twenty 
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twenty Crowns;I thought with my ſelf I ſhoul 
never draw him higher, and that is was enough 
(if not too I that which I pretended; g 
for ſo much [ (old it him. He was loth to leay 
me till he hid paid me ; and would fain hye 
had me co have gon with him : bur I told bin, 
Honeſt Sir, God bl:ſſe your life , and ſen 


you well to do; if I ſhould go hencealore| 
with you, I am afraid,leſt that money would be | 


taken from me, which I purpoſe to keep till 
come to 7taly, to furniſh me with clothes, 
that I may come in ſome good faſhion, when 
I make my ſelf known there to my Kinſmen and 
friends. 

And if ſome Souldiers or other (hould hap 
to ſee me go with you, they would preſently 
ſuſpe& , that it is rather to ſell, than buys- 
ny thing of you. Aadif they ſhould perceive 
that I haye any ſtore of Copper or Silver mo- 
ney about me (being bur a Boy as 1 am) they 
will take it from me, and I ſhall baye nore- 
medy againſt them. And therefore Godbe 
your good ſpeed , go your ways, I will ſtay 
for you here till you come, bring your gold 
with you, ſo many Crownes, 2s we have agreed 
upon, and you ſhall havethe Jewel away with 
you, and God ſend you as good luck with it as 
I ſhall wiſh you. 

He well approv'd my reaſon, and haſtned 
home (like a young Colt in his full gallop) for 


to fetch them. I bad piven notice to a comp1- 


nion of mine, (a confident ſervant of my Ma- | 


ſters) that he ſhould ſtay there wairingfor me; 


and whenI had given ſuch a ſign he ſhould | 
ſecretly | 
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cretly as he could haſt in untome. Helay 
cloſe in ambuſh ; The Gold-ſmith by this time 
is come, he counts me out my Crowns in the 
alm of my hand: I had the Jewell in my purſe, 
f ſought to unty it: but becauſe the knots 
were-knit ſo faſt,I could nor ſo eaſily do it. My 
Vſuring Merchant had hanging at his girdle a 
pair of knives in an old greaſie ſheath ; Ideſi- 


| red him char he would lend me one of them. He 
(not knowing why I borrow?*d it) puls me out + 


his knife and gives it me, I cutthe ſtring aſun- 
der , leaying the knot faſt knit to my Doublet 
as it was before, and I gave it into his hand 
with the Ag»us Des, The man began to mar- 
yell; and askt me why I did ſo, and wherefore 
I had put ic there?! cold him,that becauſe I had 
never a box, nor no Paper tolapirupin, I 
had done as I did, and the matter was not 
oreat, for the Purſe was old and lictle worth, 
and I had no great need of it, and as for theſe 
Crowns that I had of bim, 1 ſhould make a 
ſhifr ro ſew them up in ſome rapg or other a- 
bout my clothes, where no body ſhould come 
unto them. 

He took the Jewell of me, juſt in the ſame 
manner as 1 had given it him, and after that 
he had put it in his boſome, we took our leave, 
and he went his way. I gave the ſignto my 
Companion: he comes; 1 gave him the 
Crowns, and adviſed him that he ſhould hie 
him home with them, and give them to my Ma- 
ſter, and cell him, char [ would be with him 
by and by. . : 

That done, I made after my Gold- ſmith 
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and though by reaſon ofhis large ſtrides | he 
had the advantage of me, and got groandgf 
me, yet I ran after him, till che occafiont 
expe&ted, did fairly offer it felfunto me. Ang 
ſo watching my time, when he was juny 
even with a —_— of Souldiers , chat wers 
ſtanding together , I rook faſt hold of hin 
with both hands, crying out, A theef,a theef, 
help honeſt Souldiers, for Gods fake comein 
and help me, for the Rogue hath robb'd ne, 
hold him faſt if you ſove me, let him notge, 
take (and you be good men) © take, take 
quickly the Jewell trom him , for my Maſter 
will kill me, if I come home without it, 
and this Villain hath violently taken it from 
Mee 

I was well known to all Souldiers, and 
as ſoon as they heard me, and ſaw the pitifull 
moan thatI made, they believed ! ſaid truth, 
Hereupon they laid hold on the man, to know 
what the matter was. And becauſe he that 
complains firſt, the Juſtice commonly goes 0n 
his fide; and that whining and crying out of 
wrongs received , many times overcome the 
right, more by clamonr than any good claim 
that they could make; I cry'd out more and 
more, and kept ſach a ſtirre, and ſuch a noiſe, 
that I would not ſuffer him to ſpeak, and ifhe 
did , then Iwas fo loud again, and ſoclamc- 
rous that they could not hear him ; putting 
this trick upon him in the playing of my game- 


I did implore this help with great exclamati- | 


on, with my hands linked one within another, 


and lifted up to heaven, and with my kners, 
creeping 
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ing and crawling on the ground, crying 
_. thetn, As Nh be Gentlemen » good 


my Maſtets, take pity and cothpaſſion of me ; 
for che Captain , my Mafter, will ſurely kill 
me. This tribulation of mine did mach crou- 
ble the, it did grieve them to ſee me in chis 
pityfull plight, 

Ar laſt, they began to ask me whatthe 
matter was ? and howand wherein I had been 
wronged? Nor was Therein wanting to play 
my part, now I had the hand efhim, 1 would 
be ſure co hold it; gracing my lye with all the 
credit I could, that I might leave the lefſe room 
for his truth to enter, 

Having this ſtring to my bow, (ſetting a 
good face onthe marter) Iup, and told them; 
This morning , my Maſter left his Ag-95 Des 
at his beds head upon his pillow ; he willed me 
to keep it, and look fafe unto it; I took it, 
and firſt pur it into my purſe, and chen in my 
boſome, (thinking I bd made all ture ezough) 
bat meeting with this good man (you here fee) 
dy the Sea-ſide,? puled it forth to ſhew it him; 
and becauſe he was a Gold-ſmith , I askt him 
what it might be worth ; He cold me, that the 
body of the Jewell was bat Copper double- 

ilt, and thar the ſtones'were counterfeit, no 
ecter than Glaſſe. Yet asked me withall, 
whether I would ſell it? I cold him no; it was 
my Maſters, He demanded then of me, if my 
Maſter would fell it ? My anſwer was, Sir 1 
know not : you were beſt ask him , for he can 
deſt eefl you. Afrer this , he proceeded fur- 
ther in calk with me, asking me ,” who I was, 
whence 
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whence Icame, aud whither I would ; and 
held me in ſuch idle diſcourſe till we were borh 
alone, out of ſight of -anyy and drawing a 
knife out of that ſheath of his that hangs there 
at his girdle, he willed me to make no words, 
for if 1 did but offer to ſqueak, though ne're 
lo lirtle , or but wag a foot from that place, 
there was no way but one with me , he would 
preſently cut my throat, I ſtood ſhaking and 
quivering , while he was taking the Jewell out 
of my bolome, and becauſe he could nar rea- 
dily untie the knots , I had knitthem ſo (aſt, 
he made no more adoe, bur cut the ſtring 
alunder, and fo went away withit; And! 
think he hath ie (till about him; ſearch him 
I beſcech you ( good honeſt Souldiers ) for 
Gods ſake ſearch him. 

The Sonldiers ſeeing that the Purſe was cat 
indeed, turn'd towards my Gold-{mith, and 
lookd ſomewhat ſtrangely upon him , who was 
{trook therewith ſo dead, that he had nota 
word to ſay for himſelf, They took the Aga: 
D:s out of his boſome , which he had carried 
away in his Purſe; as I had before informed 
_— ſo did they juſt find ie abour 

im. 

Thendid he begin to fall a curſing, and 
ſmearing , vowing by no ſmall oaths that I had 
ſold it unto him, and that Iwith my own 
hands, with that very knife, cut the purſe my 
ſelf, and afterwards delivered it unto him, and 
that I had of him for ir, a hundred an twen* 
ty Crowns in very good gold. But for gll his 
ſwearing and ſtaring, they would __ 
whit 
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whitthe ſooner beleeve him; Thinking in good 
difcreion, thar ic was not likely, that he would 
venture ©o buy any ſuch peece of me, for he 
might very well chink that it ww foln Ware. 
Bfides (which made much for me) they had 
ſearched me all over, from top to toe, but 
could not find one penny of money abouc 
me. 

Making this to ſerve as a ſtrong proof againſt 
him, they us'd him very homely, both in words 
and deeds. And whatſoever he ſaid unto them 
to juſti fie himſelf, it was all one, he had been 
25 good to have held his tongue, for after that, 
they would neither beleeve, nor hear him, 
They had forcibly taken the Jewell from him ; 
He complains thereof unto the juſtice; '1 was 
broughe before him; there I opened the caſe 
anew (as before you have heard) not failing ſo 
much as one ſyllable in the relating of that, 
which I had formerly delivered, 

The Witneſſes were ſworn , and juſtified 
both wha: they had ſeen and heard.

I went with it into his lod- 
ging, there in the preſence of all his people, I 
deliverd 1t unto him- What 1 had done did 
nothing diſpleaſe my Maſter, At thattime he 
lic it well, yet it troubled him ſomewhat, 
and he could not well tell what to think - it,

Theſe tricks of mine did him good ſervice, by 
he was afraid both of them and me. 

With theſe kind of Cordials, 1 kept my Mz, 
ſter in heart, till he came to Gezes ; where, 
(having diſ-imbarkt) and having now but lit{e 
need of my ſervice, he ſhifted me off. 

Some few days after our arrivall , gy 
Maſter call'd me aſide; and ſaid unto me; 
Youth , you are now in 1:&ite, your ſervice 
will be of little uſe to me, and your Rogyerie; 
may do me much wrong : Here is ſomenhat 
for you to help you. on your journey , diſpatch 
quickly,and be gone, for you have free liderty 
ro go whither you will. He gave me ſome 
moneys of ſmall value, and ſome few Spanih 
Rojats ; all was a matter of nothing , icarce 
worth God-a mercy ; and with this poorbit- 
rance, I took my leave of him and lek 
him. 

Now ſeeing in what diſgrace I was, and ho- 
ping to find out my kindred there, I madethe 
lefle reckoning of ic. So.I went dayly upand 
down the City , ſeeking by that meansto learn 

the language, which as yetl nei- 
ther underſtood , nor knew, 
out of the deſire that 
Ihad toknow&rto 
be,kgown- 
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= S ſoon as I had left the Captain 
my Maſter, having made of all 
7 my tatter'd rags, and other 

& old clouts, a kind of ſcar-Crow 
(for they would ſcarce ſerve for (a = 
any other uſe )) to fray away fab 
birds from the Fig-trees, I word Go- 
would needs boaſt my ſclf to be deſcended of the do,or Gorh 
(a) Gothes z an ancient Gentleman, and neerly #5 4iverſe, 
aly'd to moſt of the Nobility of that City, gi- Son 
ving out, that I was ſuch a on?, and come our of of Pa 


ſuch a Houſe ; and making farther enquiry of fo called,

my Fathery ancient _— and his great Alli- 
ance in thac City, it cauſed ſuch diſtaſtfulneſſe, 
and ſuch loathing in them towards mezthat they 
did hate me to the death. There was notthat 
man to whom 1 made my fclf known, that did 
not relieve me with a box on the ear, a flirt on 
the lips, a kick on the breech ; and he that did 
leaſt hurt or diſgrace me, did not ſtick to ſpit in 
my facc,upbraiding me with thename of villain 
Rogue,Moor, and the like.

Thou art the Son of ſome vild lewd woman, no 
better can be conceived of thee. And asjfmy 
Father had been a miſ-begotten Baſtard, ora 
if he had been dead ſome two hundred years a- 
go, Icould not find fo much as a foot-ſtep ofa 
ny friend or kinſman of his. Nor could [dif 
cover any thing, till one came unto me, and 
greeting me with a Serpents tail, like a crafy

I truſted my felf with him, 1 followed him to 
his houſe, with a great deal more deſire to ſup, 
than to ſleep : for that day I had made but a bad 
dinner, as well for that I had been chaft and an- 
gred ; asalſo that it muſt have been at mine own 
coſt, which made me to quake, as oft as1did 
but think upon ſpending but a farthing. 

Bt becauſe that which the rich gives us is but 
little, and what we call for muſt coſt us mony, 
we eat but little bread, and that (God knows) 
ſtale and hard ; though to us, that are almoſt 
hunger-ſtarv*d, ic ſeems a great deal and ſoft 
enough. Befides,] was now __ a pinch-bcl- 
ly, and a very miſer to my ſelf. 

- Iwent along, but with feeble legges, ready to 
faint for hunger, after that I ſaw what an Hoſt [ 
was like to have, having told me by way of pre» 
vention, that 1 had already ſipt : Had ir not 
been out of the fear that 1 had to loſe fo fair an 
opportunity, I would not have gone with him, 
untill I had firſt viſited ſome tippling houſe. Ag 
ſoon as we were come into his houſe, a ſervant 
cameto take off his Cloak ; he will'd him to ler 
italone, and they twain having talked together 
a while in their own languagee, he ſenthim 
forth: ſo that now being left all alone to our 
ſelves, we walked many a turn, and ſometimes 
talked of one thing , ſometimes of another. Ac 
Laft he drew neercr unto me, acking me diverg 
queſtions concerning Spainz and amongſt che 
| Aa 2 reſt 
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reſt more particularly of my Mother, as how ſh: 
waslcft, what was her Eftatc,how many Brothery 
ſhe had, and in what ſtreet ſhe liv'd ? I gave him 
a full account of all, as wiſely, and as advifedly 
as I could for my life. 

In this diſcourſe Ientertain'd my ſelf the bet. 
ter part of an houg, untill ſuch time as his ſer- 
vant was returned. I know not what was his 
errand, nor what meſſage he brought him back; 
but my old Fox turn'd about unto me, and faid 
unto me; So,ic is well cnough for this bout, itis 
time for you to take your reſt, get you to bed, 
and to morrow we ſhall fee one another again, 
and then we ſhall enlarge our minds mewink 
to cach other. Then he cals O la Antonio Mas 
ria, do you hear there ? Come away, and cor- 
duft this Gentleman to his lodging. I went 
long with him from lodging to lodging, 
through this room, and that room, I knew not 
whither my ſelf; it was 2 y=yn large houſ;, 
wrought with many goodly fair Pillars, whoſc 
pavement wasall of Alablaſter, hewn fourſquare, 

Ar laſt we croſs through a Court, and enter 
intoa lodging that ſtood at the one cnd there- 
of, which was very wcll furniſh:d, and fairly 
hang with Hangings of ſundry ſorts of colous, 
like unto your (b) Arambals , but that they ſee- 
med to be ſome-what better than they. The 
Beds-head lcan'd againſt the wall, and cloſe ad- 
joyning thercunto ſtood a little low ſtool. And 

as if he would have me to make my ſelfunready, 
the ſervant that was appointed to attend me, of- 
fered his ſervice to pull off my clothes. But 
they were ſuch, and > ragged,that my ſelf knew 
not very well how to pur tf

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palcſſe 1 took a great deal of care, diſpoſing of 
one peece after another, for there was not any

Jace, ſo that it was impoſſible to diſcern or 
know, which was the Jerkin or the Breechey 
when you ſaw them laid abroad, and ftretched 
out upon the ground.

Rear-miſe ofan extraordinary bigneſſe to thoſe 
in other places, which are very offentive, and do 
much hurt, &that the only remedy againſt them, 
1s to have a light ſtanding by ones bed-fide, for

| andtels them C God be thanked) he hath dined 


well enough already. He will quitc overthrow 
the Art of begging, by giving the world by this 
means to underſtand, that we poor Rogues have 
more given us than we can well tcll what to do 
withall, So that if he run this courſe a little 
longer, he will hurt us,and do himſelf no good. 
Another of their comrags, that was there 
with them, Tuſh(quoth he) hold ye your peace, 
let me alone with this Lad, I will-take himto 
task, and ye fhall ſee how 1 will work him, I 
will inſtru him how -to- underftand himſelf, 
and how he may not cafily be underſtood by c- 
thers. Leave him(Ifay) to me. With that, 
ſpeaking ſoftly unto me,he called me unto him, 
and we went out alone by our ſelves fromall the 
reſt of the Company. He was an exccllent Pro- 
ficient, and a very ready and dextrous man in all 
that appertained to that Art. T7 
The firſt thing that he did, was to examine 


my life, asking me, Whence 1 was ? What was 


my name ? When, and to what cnd I was come 
thither 2? Thien did he deliver unto mie the great 
obligation that Beggers had to keep a decorum 
in all their ations, to hold correſpondence one 
with another, and to link in love together like 
ſworn brothers; and that 1 ſhould inform my 
klfofcertain curiofities, and ſecrets, and ſors 

rin- 
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Principles, which I did not as yet know. Fqy 
in very truth, that which I learned of my youth 
aforc-mentioned, - and- of other poor Rogua of 
lefle talent, and far inferiour both in know 
and experience, were all trivial things, andyf 
no cſtecm, in compariſon of thoſe precep 
which I received from this Grand-maſter of his 
faculty. He gave- me certain Rules , which] 
ſhall never forgee as long as[ live. 

Amongſt the which, one was, that I ſhould 
unfold three or foyr leaves of my ftomake, and 
open the book to a-plain vomit, yet to be ſo wal 
rcad thetein , that it ſhould not appear to the 
world, that it proceeded from any ſurtet,or that 
I had over-charged my ftomack. He taughtme 
a trick how to turn up my ſtomack in ſomeby- 
corner ; which brought two good effects, 

Firſt, ic moved the people to compaſſion, 
thinking that was fick : $:condly , though afs 
terwardsI ſhould ſwallow down two Platten 
of warm pottage, there would be room enough 
ſtill for more. 1 knew how many bits I wasto 
cat, and how I was to look uponthe bread that 
they gave me, how to kiſſe it,and how often,and 
what kind of countenance to caſt upon it : What 
faſhion wok ng I was to uſe, on __ 
carry eltupon all occaſions, differing t 
form, hecdokdl ads the diverſity of mens dif] 
ficions. Iknew the true tune of my voyce, w 
I wasto riſe and when to fall with ir. I knew 
the ſerhoury-wherein i was to repair to fuchor 
fiſch a place ; in what honſes I might enterin 

even to the bed-ſide, and in what I might 
p_ no further than the door. I knew whom

mighs be bold to importune , and be camelt 
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withall in my craving; and whom againI ought 
not to ſollicie or ſpeak unto above once. In 
conclufion, he gave me in writing all. the Sta- 
tute-Laws, and Orders ordained by that free 
Conmon-wealeh of beggers, inftrufting me in 
the obſervation of them , for the avoiding of 
ſcandall, and the better informing of my un- 
derftanding, And theſe are they that follow. 


The Lawsgnd Odinances amongſt Beggars. 


FOraſmuch as all Nations have their proper 
method of Begging, and are diſtinguifhed by 
a differing form from all others: as are your 
Almans by their finging, your French-men, by 
their praying 3 your Flemunngs, by their making 
of legs, and their low and trequent Congics 3 
your Gypſies,by their importuningz your Portu- 
$als by their weeping 3. your Italians, by their 
ong Circumlocutions ; and your Spaziards, by 
their big looks, and high language , whereby 
they make themſelves hateful co their own hurt, 
being held no better than vain babblers, 'and a 
kind of inſufferable proud Rogues; theſe there- 
fore we more eſpecially will and command,that 
they reform this diſorder, bear themſelves civil- 
ly, that they do flot curſe, nor b me, bue 
that they keep good order, according to our 
Statutes and Ordinances in that caſe provided, 

. Jtem, we will and command ; That none of 
our brother Rogues, or begger wharſocver ,' of 
theſe Nations, ſhall joyn and unite himfelf with 
thoſe -of another Country , or ſhall make any 
Covenant, CompaRor alliance, with any blind 
men, that goaying their prayers from to 


door 
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door, nor with any Mounte-banks, Muficiang 
nor Pocts, nor with Slaves fer at liberty from 
the tyranny ofthe Turks, nor with old Soulgj. 
ers, which being eatter'd and torn,have forſaken 
their colours, and fled from their Captains ; nor 
with Mariners, that have no more mind togy 
to Seca. For howbeit all and every one of then 
do agree well together in all kind of cheating, 
and roguiſh tricks , and would make excellen: 
beggers, yet the Art it ſelf of begging, andthe 
—— are much differing. And therefore 
we will and command every one of theſe tok 
his own quarter, and ftriftly to obſerve ſuch or. 
_ as are ſer down and orgained in that 
Cc Co 
Items, We will and command that the _ 
every Nation, have certain Taverns, and known 
victualling houſes, where ſhall ordinarily pre 
fide and govern three or four of the more anci- 
ent amonegft them , having ſtaves in their hands, 
as Enfignesof their precedency, and authority: 
Whom we depure, co treat in thoſe places ofall 
ſuch Accidents and other things that ſhall hap 
= there, orſhall otherwiſe be brought to their 
nowledge. 'That they ſhall fit in Councell, 
and give their opinion thereupon. And when 
they have ſo done, they may afterwards play at 
Fox mine Hoſt, or fome other drinking Game, 
at Cards or Dice for their recreation, andto 
waſh away care. They may ſit over the Cup 
and tell 'old Stories : they may recount the fz- 
mous Ax, done cither by themſelves, or other) 
as aloof their Anceſtors, and boaſt of thoſe 
wats, wherein they have ſerved , and what-ſoc- 
ver elſe they (ball think fit for cutertainment.

Few houſes did eſcape us, without ſome one 
purchaſe or other. And never a pair of ſhoes 
could be ſo bad, no hat ſo vile, and no ſhirt ſo 
old, but yeelded us more than a piece of three 
pence. We had Merchants and Brokers for c- 
very one of theſe things, who would lay us 
down mon:y for them. | 

We had upon the way certain little Aſſes, 
whereon we did ride. by turns, when any ſtore 
ofrain fell, that we might the better paſſe over 
the Rivers, when the waters were riſen. And 
if we did light by chance upon any perſon, that 
ſeemed to bear the face of authority , we began 

to call upon him a far off , many a large ſtep be- 
fore we came at him, to the end that he mighs 
have lIciſure enough co pull out his purſe, and 
take forth an almes, elſe many would forbear to 
give us, leaſt they might be hindred in their jours 
ney , but taking this courſe, we did feldome 
miſſe. | 
Other whilcs , when we ſaw fit occaſion and 
time for it, upon diſcovery of ſome company of 
p-ople that cam? trooping together, we would 
prepare our ſelves to put on a counterfcit lame- 
neſſe, to fall a halting, and betake us to our 
Crutches : we would change our looks, alter 
our countenances, take one another upon our 
backs, writhe our mouths, turn the lids and 
bals of oureyes to heaven, ſome feigning them- 
ſclves dumb, other-ſome crippled, and blind, 
making ſhew that we could not go but upon 
Stiles, when as indecd we were as nimble and 
light-footed as the Buck. We would clap our 
feet in a trice in certain Swathes, that hung at 
our necks for that ppt, and Carry Our arms 
| C) in

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in a ſtring , ſo that theſe counterſeic tricks, 
and the help of good language, go God to 
ſend them well on their journey, and thathe 
would preſerve their limbs, and bleſſe their eye 
fight, and bring them ſafe to their journeysend, 
did alwaies bring us in money. 

We had one excellent gift above all the ref, 
That there was not any Feaſt , where we were 
not preſent; our noſes were ſo good that we 
could ſmell ſach things ſome ten ftreets off, 

We had no houſe at all, yet every houſe was 
ours ; Forcither a Cardinals, an Embafſadoury 
or ſonie Noble-mans Porch or other did never 
fail us ; And if all, or any of theſe did fail us, the 
Church Porches were free, and no body could 
there put us ont. Sothat having no pro 
in any thing, we did notwithſtanding po 
every thing. 

There were ſome likewiſe, that had old mj- 
nous Caſtles, decayed buildings, and other poor 
lodgings not worth any thing, where we did 
make our Rexdexvors. |

we fatisfic our ſenſe of ſmelling with the ſweet 
perfumes of Jerkins, and of Gloves, ſome civi- 
ed, and ſome powdred. 

Will you happily ſay, that the ſenſe of Tou- 
ching is wanting unto us ? And that never any 
good thing came yet to our hands? Lament your 
ignorance, What ſuch difference, I pray, is 
there betwixt poverty and beauty?

Here was a Certain man,that was born neer Th

unto Genoa, a perſon of great account, for ; f Panta- 
his rare invention, and ſubtleneſs of wit, His lon Ca 
name was Pantalon GC afteleto,a poor begger,who, ſtelero,s 
for that he was marricd in Florence, and his wife Genoueſe, 
had bor-him a Son, the Father went plotting |! __ 
. . . egger In 
and deviſing, how he might leave him well to pj ence. 
live, without tying himto ſerve any man, or to 
bind him prentice to any trade or occupation, 
- They had ( God be thanked) reaſonable well 
where withall to live z they wanted nothing 
that they had need of, and ſufficient ſtore of 
wealth they had beſides, to leave unto thcir heir, 
in ſome competent meaſure, eſpecially for one 
that was of ſo mean a condition as he was. 

But this man had entertained in his imagina- 7#e craet- 
tion, one of the greateſt and moſt unnaturall pf of a F4- 
cruelties, that the wit of man could deviſe. He *** 
maims me this his poor innocent infant; (as 
many do in thoſe parts : ) where when they be 
young and tender, they writhe their joynts,and 

reak their bones, making them as pliable as 
Wax; then taking them in hand a new, mol- 
ding them after this or that manner, as they have 


moſt mind unto, forming and faſhioning of 


Cc 4 them 
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them ( Iknow not) into how many monſtrous 
ſhapes, and vgly poſtures, only to move the 
people to take the more pitty and compaſſionof 
them- 

With theſe abuſed Babes,whileſt they arelit. 
tle, they get wherewithall to live in theirold 
age zand afrerward*, thus maimed and mangled 
as you fee, they leave them a good Patrimony, 
But this wicked Rogue, for his greater increaſe 
of gain, would marturize this poor tender In- 
fant, with new kind of torments ; He did not 
pyc him to theſe cruel tortures all at once, 

Some naturall giſts he had, that his Father 
either did not, or could not touch. So that not- 
withſtanding this his unhappineſs, he had ave- 
ry happy wit, and was a good ſpeaker, andhi 
words became him very well. Bur that which 
he had from his Father, which was his outward 
fl:(h: ro begin firlt with his head,he had writh'd 
Ic in that ſort, that it ſeemed to be ſet quite back- 
wards, his face falling on Yonſide upon his right 

ſhaulder. That both benzath, and above, the 

lids of his eyes, was all one over-grown lump of 
fleſh : the fore-head and the eye-brows ſcorch'd 
and burned with a thouſand wrinkles : He was 
crook-backr, his whole body like a bottomof 

Yarn, all one Jump, without any ſhape or faſhi- 

on, of any one part, that might ſtile him man : 

His feet turned backwards,and perching up over 

his ſhoulders, being diſ-joynted, and withered. 

The onely found parts that were about him, 

were his arms and his tongue. The oneleft him 

to talk, the other totake. He went, as ifhe had

He was (as1 told you before) a pleaſant con- 
ceited fellow, had a good wit of his own , and 
many good things ſhould you hear to come from 
him. Beſides, he went o tatter'd, ſo torn, and 
inthat ragged and wretched manner, that all 
Fhrence took pitty of him, & as well for his po- 
vertices ſake, as for thoſe good parts that were in 
him, they gave him much Alms, wherewith he 
was relieved. | 
After this manner, he lived ſome ſeventy and 
wo yeares, or much therebouts, at the end 
whereof he fell into a grievous fickneſs, whereof 
he certainly knew that he ſhould-die. 

Szeing himſelf at this point, and that he now 
food apon the jump of his Salvation, or con- 
demnation ; being (ashe was) very diſcreet, he 
began to conſider a little better of the matter, 
thinking with himſelf, that it was no time now 
to jeſt, but rather to confeſs his fins,and to ſend 
for the Parſon of the Pariſh, and vo make his 
Will. Which as it was to be the laſt that ever 
he was to make, ſo was he carefull to make it as 


could deviſe. He defared, that a known Con- 
{flor ofhis might be ſent for ; one, that was a 


a learned man, and in very good cfteem, as 
well for the honeſty of his life and converſation, 


| as for hislearningand manners. With him he 
| treated touching his fins, and fully imparted 
his mind unto him, And when he had com- 


municated 


{trong and as good as the ftrength of his wit 
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municated what he thought fit unto him,beyy 
very defirons to have his Will made, but wig 
the ſhorteſt and moſt compendious words that 
- poflibly could be imagined. And the begi 
ning being drawn , ( which belonged to the 
publick Notary to do) what was fic on his par, 
he briefly thus ſer it down. 
Pantalons' Imprimis, I commend my: ſoul unto God, 
laft Will who created it, and my body to the carth, tobe 
—— buried in mine own Pariſh, 
The Dube  Ttems My Will is,that my Aſc þe.ſold ; which 
made his money ſhall be beſtowed upon my buriall. But 
fole heir the Pack-Saddle I bequeath unto the great Duke 
6nd Exe- my Lord and Maſter, to whom ic rightly apper- 
cxtor- taincth, and proptrly belongs, whom I noni- 
nate to be my ſole Executor,and make my gene- 
rall and univerſal Heir, 


Yantalon This donc,after that he had ſettled and ſealed | 


#75. thishis laſt Willand Teſtament, of that kisin- 
diſpoſition, anon after he died. And beeauſee- 
every man held him to be a merry-conceited 
fcllowy and one that was full of his witty jets 
they didall verily think, that he would make 
his death equall with his life, and ſhut up his 
life with ſoaac odds jeſt or other for a farewel. 

The Duke - But whenthe great Dake underſtood of this 

pw for Will,having formerly hcard of the Teſtator,and 

"8 that he was held to be a wiſe and diſcreet man, 
he did from thence colle&, that this clauſe was 


not without its myſtery. Whercupon he gave 


order thar this Legacy he had left him, ſhould 
forthwith be broughe unto the Palace,and when 
he had it before him, he commanded it to beripe 
in ſander, piece after piece, and till as they went 


along they took forth divers ditferent ſorts of

well furniſh'd; our goods about us 3 our ſtocks 
ſure on foot, without fear of theeves, or an 


dread of rain, without AprilÞs carc, or Mays 
fcarful jealoufie, which twoarc the husband- 
mans moth : Not troubling our heads with new 
fathions, with the pomp of apparel, with cere- 
monious complements, and the like froth of foo- 
kries ſcum'd out of forein Countries 
_ fone ſpeak much, (though never ſo well,) he 
13 too laviſh of his words; if little, he is too ſhort 
and obſcure,and knows not how to expreſs —_ 
} p clt. 
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ſelf. Tfof high and dainty things indeed, he j 
too raſh,and too preſumptuous, and undertaky 
to diſcuſs thoſe things, that are too deep for hig 
underftanding. If of things of leſſer conſe. 

ence, and of a lower ſtrain, he is too ſhallow, 
and hath no ſtuff in him. Ifhe humble him. 
feIf, he is baſe; if ſtand upon his worth, he y 
proud : if he will fight and take no wrong, heis 
H! govern'd, and a Royſter 3 if pocket a wrong, 
_ hold his hands, he is a coward : ifhe havea 
bold look, he is impudent; if a modeſt counte- 
nance, he is an hypocrite : if he laugh) he is cou- 
denmed of levity ; if grave he is counted a $- 
turniſt : if affable, ſlightly regarded ; if auſtere, 


mightily abhorred : If juft cruel ; if merciful, a 


filly ſheep, Onely againſtall theſe and thelike 
the poor have a Paſſe-port, as being Lords of 
themſelves, free from all taxes and tallage.They 
arc ont of the Gun-ſhot of their Competitor, 
they quietly injoy this life, withour being trou- 
bled with promoting knaves to inform againſt 
them ; ſhipping Taylours to take them ſhort; 
or ſnarling dogs to ſnap at their good name. 
Such was my happy condition, if tim: and 
fortune had not tumbled me down from this 
height ofmy happineſs. | 
For, as | was fitting one day begging of almy, 
1m the City of Geeta,hard by the Church-porch, 
whither (out of curiofity) I would needs goto 
ſee if their charity and devorion did equall that 
of Rome ? There I fate bare, made ſhew of my

And for chat / perceive thou haft underſtandiog 
and judgment to apprehend any thing, / perſyyade

could. [wats an old dog at 1t, and could diſpatch 
my bufineſſe in a trice, Mine eye, ard mine hand, 


every where, with a preFFo be gone, I was of all 
occupations ; a Martiner, a Miller, a Baker, a 
Scout, a Croſſe-birer, one of your up-right meny 
a Cheater, a Coozener, a Fox, that was full of 
craft and ſubtiltie, 

But by reaſon of their ancient Nanding, and che 
reputation they had gotin thoſe former dunſicall

] was a pretty little wage, ſlender of growth, 
ratherlean than o:herwiſe, very-wittie, full of ifi« 
yention, and aboye all, as nimble, and _ 
footedas a Buck, 7 always laid wait in the day» 
time, how and where I Chould compaſſe my cx- 
ployts in the night, /n the day time we did (like 
good Chriſtians) viſit Churches, go to Maſe, hear 
Sermon, frequent your Indulgencies, /nbilees, 
Feaſts, and Proceflions, We were preſent at your 
pay-houſes, and Courts of Juſtice, at all Ex:cu-

Aqwileraat the prefixedtime brought me hi 
Sop-book. 1 warned ro one of the leaves ro= 
wards the latter end, where I found ſome Me» 
morials entred eizhe days before, and in a void 
place or blank where nothing was written, I ſer 
down in the !ame CharaRer z Left wich me by 
Don Juan Ofſcrio, Three thouſand Crowns in 
Gold, tome being pieces of ren, buc moſt of 
wo and four. At the ſame time he lefe with 
me T wo thouſand Royals of Plate, 

This done, I drew a Line upon whar I had 
writ, to ſhew that the book was croſt: and 
wroce in a different letter in the Margent, L/c- 
volos, Llevolos;1.e.
